Kinley. There were more antie than 
affirmative fueioniste, which was ex- 
pected by thuse informed on State 
politics. Wallace and his variety are 
careful to control committees by a 
carefal selection of those only wbo are 
known to be subject to the directing 
power of Wallace, and the Silver party 
committee is not an exception to the 
prevailing rale. 


The contention was disposed of by 


a resolution consigning the cause of 
contention to the tender mercies of 
the Silver party State convention and 
appointing a committee of conference 
to diecuss differences with the Demo 
orats.

one man in matters of government 
which is slavery coupled with an ab- 
solute denial of the rights of American 
citizens, which is despotism and O. C. 
Wallace is the despot. There is not a 
people upon tbe earth who are en 
lightened that are governed in a more 
despotic manner than are the people 
of Nevada and the men who aid to 
maintain the despotism are those who 
earn tbe crumbs that fall from tbe 
political table of tbe despot and these 
men assume openly to dictate the 
commands of their master.

the following from General Roberts: Bloemfontain 
April 13.—The enemy's movements south been 
checked. Wepener is still surrounded but the gar- 
rison is holding out well. Troops are being moved' 
to their assistance. 


BLOEMFONTEIN, April 13.—Accounts re- 


ceived here of fighting at Wepener show that the 
Boers attacked the British vigorously, but were 
repulsed with great loss.
